The Elba Tigers gave a large home crowd plenty to cheer about 
Friday night as they ‘defeated the St. Clair County Saints 27-12 in 
the opening round of the 3A football playoffs. The Tigers made it 
look easy early on as they jumped out to a quick 21-0 lead, but 
watched as the Saints returned two punts for touchdowns in the sec- 
ond quarter to cut the lead te’21.12, and then had to scrap and fight 
throughout the final two quarters to hold on and claim the win, It 
Wasn't always pretty, but it was a playoff win, and proved once 
again that. the Elba Tigers are back in the hunt in 3A circles. 

The Elba offense used its quickness early in the gate. to break 
two long plays that helped the Tigers go ahead 14-0 after just two 
possessions. A.63-yard run by Quinton Moultry on‘ the first play 
from scrimmage set up the first Tiger touchdown, while a 55-yard 
pass, from Brandon Petty to Todd Horstead went the distance for the 
second score of the stanza, The Tigers’ lead went to 21-0 midway 
through the second quarter, and it was again the Tigers’ speed and 
blocking in the offensive ‘line that paved the way, The offense was 
out of-sync.in the second half, but came up with two big'first downs 
in the fourth quarter. after being backed up inside its own one, and 
then scored late to put the win on ice, The second half struggles kept 
the Tigers from rolling up a lot of yardage and putting more points 
on the scoreboard; however, it was obvious to everyone in atten- 
dance that the Elba offense did have speed to burn. 

The Tiger defense tossed a shut-out against the high- -scoring 
Saints and really made the St. Clair running backs pay every time 
they carried the ball, Marcus Henderson. had some big hits from his 
linebacker position, while Michael Reed also had some big hits and 
knocked down at least two passes. Kyle English had two:intercep- 
tions and both were big, as the first set-up a Tiger touchdown and 
the second stopped a St. Clair threat in.the Elba endzone. The Tigers 
were supposed to have problems with the high-powered Saints 
attack, but Friday night the Tigers took charge éarly and led the way 
late-as Elba claimed the big playoff win. 

Elba head coach Mike Waters was ejected from the game after a 
controversial play in the’second quarter involving a fumble, and his 
absence was very noticeable in the second half as the Tigers strug- 
gled on offense and Seemed conflised-at times along the sidelines. 
Sometimes you have to get. bumed before you believe the pot is hot, 
and Friday night 1 am. sure Coach Waters learned his lessons the 
hard way that if you want to talk bad about an official, do so facing 
the. stands,

“Tarrant has a very ‘good’ ‘football team with good speed on both 
offense and defense,” said Elba’s Coach Mike Waters, ‘ 
be a real challenge for our team to make the long trip to Birmingham 
and to play them on their home field.

‘Alabama's ‘small 
waters provide. 
excellent fishing™ 


Fishing Alabama's large impoundments from sleek; comfortable 
bass boats is a thrill that will never grow old to Alabama anglers. 
But the truth is, many of us don’t have the time or financial means 
to fish the big waters as often as we would like. Don’t despair; some 
of the best fishing, both.in actual numbers and size of fish, is with- 


ina few miles of most of us. 


Farm ponds, creeks, rivers, and old mining pits often receive 
light fishing pressure and abound with large bass, bream, crappie 
and catfish, The last 50 years has seen the construction of thousands 
of farm ponds across the state. Many are open to the public on a 

pay-per-day basis or may be leased by a fishing club that has 


room for new members. 


Either way, these small waters offer an 
. alternative to time-consuming, expensive trips ta the: big water. 


Small local waters can be fished with a Jon boat; canoe, float-tube 
or from the bank. Many ponds have concentrated cover and aquat- 
ic vegetation that can be fished with anything from a large spinner 


to a small dry fly. 


It often takes hours to get ready to go to the big 


water, But just keep a rod and small tackle box in the trunk or tool- 
box and you can get ina few hours of fishing on the way home from 


work. 


Wading is a productive: way to‘eover farm ponds and streams. 
Many farm ponds will usually have at least one area that bank fish- 
erman can’t get too. Hip boots or chest waders will allow one to get 


to more honey holes than you ever thought possible. 


Access to 


some areas of a pond is so grown-up in briars and other vegetation 
that it receives little fishing, One of the best tools for getting into 
these spots is an inexpensive machete. Cutting a trail to these oth- 
erwisé inaccessible areas won't take that much of your fishing time 
and you will likely be well rewarded for your efforts. 

Any bait, natural or artificial, may produce fish is small water at 
some time, but paying particular attention to, water clarity can 
increase your catch, Ponds that are fed by stream that runs through 
a swamp or heavily forested land before it gets tothe pond will often 
have a dark brown tint due to the tannic acid in the. water, Lures 
with a green or green/yellow color are often productive in tannic 
stained waters. Murky waters often give up more fish to noisy lures 
such as rattling plugs, worm rigs with a rattler attached, or other 
vibrating lures that will help a fish zero in on the bait, 

Farm ponds are the ideal place to take a youngster on their first 
fishing trip. Many Bass Classic winners started their career on a 
farm pond with just a cane pole, a can of worms, and a caring adult.
